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WEEKLY KEVIEW. 

General trade is rather slack, and val- 
ues, aS a whole, may be regarded as 
compuratively easy. In oils cottonseed 
is steady, linseed unsettled, and lard 
lower. Cocoanut has moved to a fair 
extent, but at no advance. Petroleum 
continues dull and easy. Paints are 
quiet and prices generally are drooping, 
with a quotable decline in French zinc 
Dyes are quiet with gambier and prus 
siate of potash lower. Chemicals are all 
quiet and the heavy goods are held at 
nominally unchanged prices in the ab- 
sence of buyers. The light chemicals 
are all weak. Drugs are jobbing fairly. 
Opium is rather easy outside of specu- 
lative hands. Quinine is steady. Es- 
sential oils are mostly unchanged. 

Our local money market continues 
strong, and on call Joans rates have 
been 6 per cent for stock collaterals, 
while government bond dealers have 
paid 4@6 per cent. 

Prime commercial paper is quoted at 
5@6 per cent. Government bonds have

THE FRAUDULENT PACKING OF 
SPONGES. 

Reports come to us from sources 
which we deem authentic beyond ques- 
tion. that within the past week or ten 
days there have been shipments from 
Cedar Keys to Key West, Fla., of 25 
barrels quicksand for the use of pack- 
ers of sponges, one or two of whom are 
“working with closed doors.”’ To affirm, 
from these reports, that the packers in 
question were sanding their sponges 
would not, perhaps, be justifiable, yet 
the rest of the trade are disposed to 
regard that as the fact, and the reports 
certainly admit of that construction. 
The sponge business is in a position to 
be put upon a fair, square footing, more 
readily than any other branch of trade 
we know of. The number of houses 
engaged in the trade is not large 
and they have the means of 
readily forming a combination for 
the purpose of establishing  uni- 
form and honest methods in their 
business, instead of retaining the con- 
tradictory, misleading and senseless 
practices which now prevail, and having 
themselves exposed to the dishonest 
ones which may so easily creep in. It 
is in connection with the Florida sponge 
trade that the most serious evils exist,and 
these, above all others, could be most 
handily remedied. The selling of 
sponges by weight, without reference to 
their size, is a practice which, while it 
cannot be deemed in any respect fraud- 
ulent, is most unsatisfactory to the pur- 
chaser, and fails to discriminate fairly 
between good, sizable sponges and the 
smaller and less valuable ones A 
change could easily be made which would 
make the price depend more upon the 
actual value of the sponge, and this 
would have the effect not only of giving 
buyers what they wanted, but of check- 
ing the shipment ef undersized sponges 
—an evil to whicli we have heretofore 
alluded in these columns, as being likely 
to exhause the fisheries in time. The 
bleaching of sponges is more of a fraud 
upon consumers. Doubtless this pro- 
cess is honestly carried on by some 


oackers,but it is oftener taken advantage’ 
s | of asa means of weighting the sponge by 


leaving in it a greater of less percentage 
of the lime employed asa bleaching

agent. Through this process the inex- 
perienced consumer is easily duped. A 
bleached sponge has the appearance of 
being superior to an unbleached one, 
and might be purchased in preference, 
though its absolute inferiority becomes 
at once apparent upon use.. The sand- 
ing of sponges is a clear and 
unmitigated fraud. It is a cheat 
upon the purchaser, and its practice 
casts a stigma upon the entire trade, 
and will, sooner or later, bring into dis- 
repute the very excellent Florida sheep’s 
wool sponge, to which it is now chiefly 
applied. We caution the buyers 
of sponges to guard well against 
purchasing any packing which is not 
guaranteed to be entirely free from 
sand or lime or other extraneous matter. 
There is a disposition among a majority 
of the sponge houses, we believe, to root 
out the existing evils in their trade, and 
especially those which are absolutely 
fraudulent. This they can readily do, 
and they will have no alternative if buy- 
ers will insist upon such a guarantee as 
we have suggested. 





CONCERNING THE STANDARD OIL 
COMPANY. 

Among the notable commercial or- 
ganizations of the world, the Standard 
Oil Company stands conspicuous as the 
special subject of a literature more vol- 
uminous than has been created by some 
of the arts. That the chief end of so 
much writing should be the exposition 
of the iniquities of a single commercial 
organization, is, perhaps, its most re- 
markable phase. Weare not aware that 
this corporation or its acts have ever 
prompted the pen of the historian or the 
critic to indite a single page which 
will now, or at some time in the future, 
when the organization shall have ceased 
to exist, reflect one’scintilla of credit to 
the company, its objects or its methods. 
It is galling to the national pride to re- 
gard so gigantic acorporation in go des- 
picable a light and to know that an or- 
ganization commanding so much wealth, 
controlling such vast industries, and 
managed by men whose sagacity and 
enterprise are creditable to America, 
is devoid of a single purpose which is 
calculated to benefit the commerce or 
industries of the United States. The 
latest addition to Standard Oil Co. lite- 
rature is an octavo pamphlet of 70 
pages, entitled “‘A Brief History of the 
Standard Oil Company, with extracts 
from the press, statistics, etc., 1880.” 
The original portion of the work occu- 
pies but 14 pages, into which is con- 
densed an intelligent statement of the 
inception and growth of the Standard 
with more information concerning the 
men who have managed its affairs and 
the methods they have pursued, than 
we have ever before seen in print. The 
remaining 56 pages of the book are de- 
voted to extracts from preminent jour- 
nals in different parts of the conntry, 
including the Orn, PAInt AND Drue 
REPORTER, exposing and criticising 
this ‘‘Octopus of the Oil Trade,”—a 
title, by the way, which originated in 
these columns and which still clings to 
it. Theanthor and compiler does not 
waste much space in introductory re- 
marks, but launches into his subject in 
this vigorous style. 


** A bout 1865, asmall corporation with 
the modest capital of $100,000, was or- 
ganized under the general corporation 
law of Ohio. Its headquarters was 
Cleveland; its business, refining oil; its 
title, the Standard Oil Company. In 
1878 its assets were $22,000,000; it. over- 
tops in apparent power four important 
trunk lines of railway,and has mas- 
tered most of the functions of moving, 
preparing, and marketing one of our 
chief productions. Such gigantic and 
rapid growth is abnormal; it is a study 
in social science. We propose to trace 
some of its processes, to. turn the’ laws 
of analysis upon some of the steps in its 
progress, and to consider what its rise 
exacted from the public, and what its 





maintenance is likely to costus. The 
circumstances attending its history are 
peculiar. The first distinctive fact to 
be noticed is the contemporaneous fail- 
ure of weakening of all its rivals in 
business, There has been a constant 
connection between the rising power of 
the Standard and the lessening potency 
of its competitors. Is this a series of 
accidental coincidencies or have the 
joint facts the more intimate relation 
of cause and effect? Let us examine 
some instances. Early in their history 
they perceived the value of obliterating 
competition. They perceived, too, the 
value of patience and the safety of 
gradual accomplishment. The easiest 
market to capture was that they were 
best situated tosupply—the West. They 
captured it piecemeal, a city at a time. 
To effect from any city, say Chicago, 
the exclusion of rivals, all profits must 
be temporarily driven from that city’s 
oil trade. How could this be done and 
yet damage the defence without harm- 
ing the attack? Some extraneous help 
was evidently required. This was for- 
tunately found in rail transporters. 
Lake carriage was pitted against the 
rail, with the usual destructive effect. 
and aftera sufficiently prolonged ma- 
nipulation of this sort—and it is freely 
alleged other manipulations of a more 
personal. nature — railway managers, 
shielded from public reprobation by the 
shroud of permitted secrecy, accorded 
private and exclusive’ concessions or 
rebates to the Standard Oil Company 
sufficient to yield them a profit while 
they slowly drained the vitality of their 
competitors.’ A few months of such 
disastrous treatment usually brought 
their victims into an impressible frame 
of mind. Bewildered with the evidence 
of prosperity reaped by the Standard in 
the season of [their own ruin, they were 
apt to credit the result to the skill and 
wisdom of their adversary, who, by-the- 
by, never shrank from claiming all and 
more than all the power that 
the wildest imagination of their 
terrorized prey accorded to them. 
Even now, when the mask is 
dropping or being rudely stripped from 
the repulsive organization, it is difficult 
for the recovering sense of the people to 
perceive that its operations have been 
simply ordinary villainies, and that 
their real vis viva—the great force and 
vigor of their crimes--has been derived 
from the huge capital of others invested 
in railways, and temporarily harnessed 
to the services of a gang of plunderers. 
An armistice conquered, the terms of 
peace followed. The terms varied ac- 
cording to the strength of the defeated 
one—but they always embraced one 
point; inexorably pressed, and invari- 
ably conceded—absolute control of the 
patty and his trade. The story of one 
Western city is the story of all, and as 
each victory was scored it was made se- 
cure by a permanent, secret and exelu- 
siye treaty with the railroad interest, 
granted frequently under stern duress, 
for from whom could the road get oil 
trade except from the sole possessor of 
it? In a seriesof years this course, 
steadily pursued, gave them absolute 
control of a large traffic, from which 
they could, at all times and under all 
circumstances, reap a comfortable profit, 
and which had the furtber merit ofserv- 
ing asasure base from which to con- 
duct new and larger movements, aimed 
at larger commercial avenues and against 
stronger antagonists.’’ Following this 
comes the further history of the com- 
pany up to the present time, with brief 
biographical sketches of the moving 
spirits in the organization, all of which 
is written in a way that indicates the 
author’s familiarity with the subject.

DRYING OF LINSEED OIL. 
(Continued). 

The familiar reactions of soap mak- 
ing illustrate the action of metallic 
oxides when heated with linseed oil. 
The oil breaks up into fatty acid and 
glycerine. The acid unites with the 
oxide to form a kind of soap insoluble 
in water but soluble in oil, while the 
glycerine is set free, A bigh or pro 
longed heat distills away the gly- 
cerine, and the remaining linoleate of 
the metallic oxide is an energetic dry- 
er. and represents the principle of the 
best dryers for varnishes, paints, Xc. 
I am satisfied that the presence of 
glycerine, which if it does not exist as 
such in linseed oil is certainly formed 
and set free by the saponifying effect 
of metallic oxides, is the means of re- 
tarding the drying of varnishes and 
oils, besides causing them to “ribb” 
and “pitt” especially when newly pre 
pared. If this be true, then those 
processes which remove the glycerine 
in part. in making oil varnishes, would 
seew most rational. A patent notice 
in a recent number of the O1b. PAINT 
AND DruG@ REPORTER, detailed one 
method by which such a compound 
may be formed without so much heat 
as toinjure the color. In that case, 
the glycerine was separated by con- 
verting the linseed into a regular soap 
by means of soda or potash. An addi- 
tion of nitrate of lead in proper 
amount would form linoleate of lead 
and nitrate of soda, or potash, which 
would remain dissolved in the water 
used for the solutions, and the last 
traces could be removed by washing 
with hot water. This method is an 
ingenious plan of carrying out an old 
idea; but less desirable than sepa- 
rating the linoleic acid from the 
soap by means of sulphuric or 
muriatie acid and then adding 
to the washed linoleic acid at 
the boiling point of water, a freshly 
precipitated oxide of lead until the 
neutral point is reached and the col- 
oring matter precipitates. Lead is 
here suggested because it is thought 
to be open to less objections than 
most other bases, not because it acts 
differently in this combination. Any 
of the metallic oxides used as dryers, 
such as zinc, Manganese, magnesia, 
tin, etc., make the same combination: 
but they differ somewhat in rapidity 
ef action and in the final results they 
preduce. So that the practical ques- 
tion with the manufacturer is, What 
dryer is best? That skilled manufac. 
turers differ in opinion is evident from 
analysis of their products, as the same 
kinds of varnishes, dryers, japans, etc., 
from different houses are found to 
contain a different base as dryer; and 
when the base is the same, it is not 
always introduced in the same man- 
ner. When lead is found it has some- 
times been added as litharge, and 
sometimes as sugar of lead, where 
traces of acetic acid are found by an- 
alysis. When properly made the. re- 
sultsare the samein case of lead, 
whether sugar of lead or litharge are 
used. But in cases where the dryer 
is not boiled in oil the acetic acid re- 
mains as an objectionable constituent 
Litharge is far more suitable for a 
dryer to be added cold. For nice pur- 
poses it should dry fine and pure, 
when it will leave no permanent cloud 
and can be relied upon. Black oxide 
of manganese is never a uniform sub- 
stance. Not even in different samples 
from one mine. In commerce it is 
found varying from thirty to ninety - 
five per cent oxide of manganese, A 
lot rarely analyzes over &5 per cent. 
The remainder is likely to be objec- 
tionable in oil and very hard to grind 
such as clay, oxides of iron and 
quartz, It is thought to cause oil to 
dry hard in time, which injures 
its durability. This may be sstat- 
ed as being to a varying extent 
the chief objection to all dryers, which 
has caused much experimenting to

produce fine varnishes without arti- 
ficial dryers; for it is thought that 
hardening and cracking are the final 
effects of all dryers. Borate of man- 
ganese acts with remarkable energy 
upon drying oils. It is claimed that 
one-five-hundredth or one-thousandth 
part of the oil used is sufficient to 
cause the best drying effects in a var- 
nish. It is not certain why it dries so 
rapidly. Perhaps it is because the 
glycerine being a triattomic alcohol 
is combined with the boron as with 
common alcohol in the familiar test 
for boracie acid with sulphuric acid 
and alcohol. The readiness with 
which glycerine and boracie acid may 
be distilled together would seem to 
make this hypothesis plausible. Its 
great activity, and consequently the 
difficulty of using just the proper 
amount, constitutes the most serious 
objection to it. All compounds of 
manganes® are thought by some to 
cause blooming in varnishes as they 
cause iridescence in window glass. 
Zine is thought by some to make dry- 
ing oils opaque and hard, and is never 
so certain in its results as Jead, which 
either as litharge. fine, well washed 
and dry, or added as above to soap or 
linoleic avid, we believe to give better 
satisfaction for nice purposes than 
any other metallic base or drying 
substance. All the other methods we 
haye seen published or practiced in 
manufactories, such as treatment with 
sulphuric acid, caustic alkalies, long 
boiling with manganese. etc., are only 
clumsy or imperfect approximations 
to the results obtained by the above 
methods. and can with skill and 
thought be dispensed with by an ap- 
plication of the principles and hints 
of this article. Asa rule, any excess 
of alkali or acid is bad in linseed oil, 
and their perfect removal is very dif- 
ticult. Any remaining portion will 
injure the finish and durability of the 
surface when dry.

TRADE ITEMS. 


The Revue Industrielle states that a 
German manufactory is turning out over a 
ton a day of glucose made from old linen 
rags. These rags, which are composed of 
hard vegetable fibres, are treated with sul- 
phuric acid, which converts them into dex- 
trine. The latter product thus obtained 
undergoes a washing with milk of lime, 
and is then treated with a fresh supply of 
acid stronger than the former, when the 
mass is at once transformed and crystallizes 
into glucose, of which “rich” confections 
and jellies may be made. The process is 
said to be a very cheap one and the glucose 
chemically identified with grape sugar. A 
strong outcry, however, has arisen against 
the manufacture of grape sugar from rags, 
and the enterwrise is understood to be in 
danger of being interfered with by the Ger- 
man Government, 

Robert Kemp, brother of the Messrs. 
Kemp, of Lanman & Kemp, who, in com- 
pany with his brother Thomas, was well 
known as a contractor and builder in this 
city some 30 years ago, died on Friday 
morning of pulmonary phthisis, at the age 
of 63, at his residence, No. 207 East Nine- 
teenth street. Mr. Kemp was born in the 
North of Ireland, and came to this country 
with his father’s family in 1834. His early 
business was that of a builder, in which 
he prospered to such an extent as to enable 
him to retire from active business many 
years ago, though he has, at times, since 
been connected with the manufacturing de- 
partment of Messrs. Lanman & Kemp. He 
was a@ prominent member of St. George's 
Church, and was highly esteemed.

Reply: (1) There has been some attempt 
at making a sort of luminous paint here, 
but it has attained no such success as the 
recently described efforts in Europe. The 
article is scarcely on the market there as 
yet, but we believe the present cost of it is 
something like $5 per Ib. 

(2) Eosine was first prepared in 1875 by 
a German Chemist. It is allied to the coal- 
tar colors. When phthallic acid, ob- 
tained by the oxidation of naphthaline, and 
resorcin, which is prepared by heating as- 
safoetida with alkalies, are heated together 
a highly fluorescent substance, fluorescin 
is formed, from which, by treatment with 
reducing agents, a colorless base, fluores- 
cine, is derived. By treatment with bro- 
mine and combination with potash the 
dyestuff is obtained. The name ‘‘Eosine” 
is derived from the Greek word eos, the

Mr. Robbins Replies to his Critics. 
Editor O1, Paint anv DruGc REPORTER. 

By invitation in your columns of Wed- 
nesday, the 14th inst., I reply to the re- 
marks of the New York importer who de- 
clares that he has been familiar with the 
trade in quinine for many years, and that 
my statement of the subject, on the Gar- 
field letter in connection with the present 
tariff, is not a fair one. 

These remarks, Mr. Editor, are remark- 
able, because they show either extreme ig- 
norance of the subject, or a disposition to 
misrepresent certain very well known facts. 

The position of the manufacturers of qui- 
nine, in regard to the tariff, has been an 
open one for years, as when the passage of 
the Wood tariff bill was anticipated a few 
years since, they, the manufacturers, met 
the wishes of the importers and of the pub- 
lic, in so far as they could in justice to at- 
tendant circumstances, and submitted to 
Congress, through its Ways and Means 
Committee, a proposition that the tempo- 
rary or war duty on quinine of 20 per cent 
should be reduced to 10 per cent, and that 
all cinchona bi-products, including cinchon- 
idia, should be reduced from 40 per cent to 
20 per cent, but Congress refused to pass 
the Wood bill, and with its usual inconsis- 
tency in tariff legislation, made quinine 
free and left cinchonidia at 40 per cent. 

The assertion that American manufactu- 
rers paying large duties, or taxes, on every 
iron, copper or brass fixture or utensil 
they use; on a]l their solvents, on their al- 
kalies, with higher cost for labor, interest, 
distributions, etc., can afford to pay for 
bark as much as the foreign manufacturers 
who have all the essentials for the manu- 
facture of quinine free of duty and taxes, is 
either a willful misstatement or it shows a 
radical defect in business calculation, and 
the proof of this is, that since the removal 
ofthe duty on quinine, less than a year 
ago, the quality of bark in this market has 
deteriorated over 50 per cent. 

The gentleman further says, that as the 
lower alkaloids—cinchonidia and quinidia

—practically have no sale, except in the 
American market, and that, as these alka 

loids are protected by a duty of 40 per cent 
‘the manufacturers here have a source of 
enormous profit which vastly more than 
offsets any advantages the foreign makers 
may have in other respects.” We would re- 
mind the gentleman that it was only with- 
in the last few years that the 
medicinal value of cinchonidia was 
generally known and it was only 
after the American manufacturers had 
expended large sums of money in ad- 
vertising it with free distribution of sam 

ples to physicians all over the country ,that 
it acquired a commercial value and the for- 
eign manufacturers, as wellas the Ameri- 
can, are now profiting by this. 

The gentleman admits that cinchonidia 
has practically no sale in Europe and is 
sent tothis market. If he will take the 
trouble to calculate the entire imports of 
cinchonidia into this country and will also 
estimate what the amount of protection on 
the article to the American manufacturer 
really is, he will find that it amounts toa 
percentage of only about 4 per cent of the 
entire value of cinchona bark alkaloids 
produced in this country. 

That the gentleman should hesitate to 
place his name before the public in sup- 
port of his statements can be easily ex- 
plained. The manufacturers of quinine 
understand very well the animus which ex- 
cites this importerand a very few who sym- 
pathize with him in the trade, and they 
thoroughly appreciate the deplorable ig- 
norance which lies at the bottom of current 
misrepresentations. 

On the statements put forth in the Gar- 
field letter, in regard to our disadvantages 
in the manufacture of quinine,’ we pur. 
posely stated considerably below the actual 
facts of the case, because circumstances 
governing the amount of these disadvan- 
tages are constantly changing. In conclu- 
sion, I would thank your remarker to show 
a single act of legislation in any civilized 
country that will correspond with his 
views, that a manufactured article should 
be free while the crude materials comprised 
in its manufacture are taxed. 

Your circulation, Mr. Editor,is addressed 
to the Drug trade, and I desire through your 
columns to acknowledge, for the first time, 
in behalf of the manufacturers of cinchona 
products, that very’ gratifying to 
them is the almost universal posi- 
tion of the trade towards a pur- 
suit that is of necessity some- 
thing of a monopoly, in all countries; con- 
fined toafew hands, because it requires 
special knowledge and acquirements,—in 
brief, more capital and brains than most 
pursuits, and therefore is liable to meet 
want of sympathy. Butweare confidently 
assured that more than 19 druggists out of 
an average of 20 in all the country favor the 
claims of the manufacturers; indeed, the 
opponents are so few in numbers that they 
can be counted on the fingers, and can be 
readily pointed out in their anonymous 
places. Thanks and honor to the drug 
trade. More rare and more desirable than 
genius and capacity is the possession of a 
fair mind—more rare,I say, for the old 
story of the cynic, Diogenes, with his lan- 
tern in the sunlight looking for manliness 
has passed into a proverb.

POISON REGIXTER AND POISONS AND 

THEIR ANTIDOTES By John H. Nel- 

son, Cleveland. 1380. 

This valuable book contains a complete 
list of posons, with the antidotes carefully 
selected from standard works on toxicology. 
In some cases the medicinal dose, the dose 
likely to prove fatal, and the symptoms of 
poisoning, are given, also tests for sub- 
stances suspected of containing certain 
poisons. In addition to this valuable in- 
formation, the compiler has collected, so far 
as possible, extracts from the laws of most 
of the States in relation to the retailing of 
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poisonous drugs, medicines, or other sub- 
stances. Most of the states require a 
record to be kept of the sales in retail 
quantities of any of the substances set 
down in their schedule as poisons, except 
when prescribed by a regularly licensed 
and practicing physician. These laws pro- 
vide for the registering, in a book kept for 
the purpose, all such substances sold or 
given away, the name of the article, the 
quantity, the purpose for which it is re- 
quired, the day and date on which it is ob- 
tained, the nnme and residence of the per 
son to whom the article is delivered, the 
name of the dispenser, and in some cases 
the age, sex, and color of such person, is 
required. All such poisonous substances 
must also be labeled, on the outside of the 
bottle, box, vessel, or paper, in 
which the article is dispensed, with 
the name of the article and_ the 
word “poison” distinctly and __legi- 
bly written or printed thereon. The fines 
and penalties vary with the different States, 
but the conditions are substantially the 
same in the majority of States mentioned. 
The most stringent laws on the subject ap- 
pear to be those of Massachusetts, Ohio 
and Michigan. The Massachusetts laws 
have a special reference to adulterations of 
medicine, drugs or liquors. Those of 


_Michigan tothe sale, or advertising for 


sale, etc., of any pills, powders, drugs, or 
combination of drugs, designed expressly 
for the use of females for the purpose of 
procueing an abortion, etc. In the Ohio 
law, a peculiar but wise provision is the 
following: Whosoever sells or gives away 
any quantity of arsenic less than one pound 
without first mixing therewith soot or in- 
digo,in the proportion of one ounce of soot 
or half ounce of indigo to the pound of ar- 
—ae °)* shall be fined not more 
than two hundred nor less than twenty 
dollars.” The part omitted contains about 
the same provisions quoted above. Some of 
the States, we regret to say, have no law 


requiring the sales of poisons to be regis- 


tered, and what is still worse, others have 
no law regulating the sale of poisons at all. 
It is to be hoped that at some future day 
this objection will be remedied. Besides 
all this, the book contains upwards of 200 
blank pages, divided under the proper 
headings, for the registering of the sales of 
all poisonous substances, and is so com- 
plete in its arrangement as to be adepted 
for use in any state such a record is re- 
quired. Fora work of this kind, it is ab- 
solutely perfect, and no druggist, apothe-

DIGEST OF DECISIONS OF TREAS- 
URY DEPARTMENT (Customs) 
FOR YEAR 1880. 


DUTIABLE VALUE OF STAMPED GOODS, 

Inquiry was made of the department as 
to whether the ad valorem duty chargeable 
on imported matches should be based on 
the value of the matches, including the 
erst of United States Internal Revenue 
stamp affixed, before exportation from 
the country in which they were 
manufactured. The Secretary decides that 
the law makes the basis for assessment of 
duty upon goods subject to an ad valorem 
duty, their wholesale or actual market value 
in the principal markets of the country 
from whence exported. As the United 
States stamp does not in any way affect the 
value of matches or other articles in a for- 
eign country, the Department decides that 
the value upon which ad valorem duty 
should be assessed would exclude the cost. 

DUTY ON CHLORIDE OF ZINC. 

Appeal was made by the importer of cer- 
tain chloride of zinc from the assessment 
of 20 per cent duty placed upon it by the 
appraiser at New York, the appellant claim- 
ing that it should be admitted free as a 
chemical for manufacturing. The ap- 
praiser states that the article is a solution 
of chloride of zinc, or zinc treated with 
hydrochloric acid and afterward subjected 
toa further chemical process, and that it 
is not in any sense an acid used for chem- 
ical or manufacturing purposes, but is in- 
tended for use asa medicine. This opin- 
ion is concurred in by the appraiser and 
the drug examiner of Boston. The de- 
partment, therefore, decides the merchan- 
dise to have been properly classified and 
affirms the assessment of 20 per cent there- 
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FREE ENTRY OF IMITATION OF SAGO. 

The Government acquiescing in the re- 
cent decision of the courts, directs that in 
future all sago that may be commercially 
known as such be admitted free of duty. 

DUTY ON PURE OR CRUDE POTASH. 

Appeal was made from the decision of 
the appraiser at New York assessing a duty 
of 14g¢ per pound on certain so-called pure 
or crude potash. The special report 
of the appraiser shows that the 
merchandise is potash in such a con- 
dition as to make it very nearly 
resemble saleratus. The Appraiser at Bos- 
ton reports that the article can be used for 
the same purpose as bi-carbonate of soda, 
and the classification and duty are, there- 
fore, affirmed. 

DUTY ON DRIED SUMAC WOOD. 

An entry of so-called crude berries for 
dyeing purposes was assessed at 20 per 
cent ad valorem by the Appraiser at New 
York, and an _ appeal therefrom 
was made by the importer. It appears 
pears upon an inspection of samples 
that the merchandise is not berries, but 
sumac wood cut in fine pieces or chips, and 
as sumac, without regard to the condition 
in which it is imported, is made dutiable 
at 10 per cent, by the tariff, the department 
decides that that rate should have been as- 
sessed, and orders a reliquidation accord- 
ingly.

On Ultramarine 

The qualities which are commer- 
cially required in ultramarines are a 
deep and brilliant shade, fineness. 
coloring power, resistance to acids, 
and resistance to alum. All the trials 
made on this subject are simply com- 
parative, and refer to a sample which 
has already been chosed asa standard. 

Shade.—The two samples are placed 
side by side upon white paper. by 
means of aspatula (at a north win- 
dow). If one of the samples is darker 
than the other, thisis best ascertained 
by crushing asmall quantity of this 
upon the other. 

Fineness can scarcely be recognized 
except by feel. Only two other meth 
ods are known which may be used, 
and both are apt to lead to inaccurate 
results. 

It has been proposed to stir up the 
ultramarine in water, and note the 
time which it takes to settle. But 
this time varies for one and the same 
ultramarine, according to the manner 
of manipulation, and often a very 
fine ultramarine settles more rapidly 
than a coarse one of another make, 

Ultramarines may also be diluted 
with white powders, comparing the 
intensity cf i... blues thus let down, 
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This method does not indicate abso- 
lutely the fineness, but is, properly 
speaking, a measure of the coloring 
power. We may “draw from it 
useful indications; thus, in general, 
the finer an ultramarine the more it 
retains its blue shade when diluted 
with white. ‘Yhis observation is ap- 
plicable only when the ultramarines 
do not differ too much in tone, 


Coloring power is best recognized 
by mixing with a certain quantity of 
a white powder, the finer the better, 
such as kaolin. One part of the hlue 
is mixed with six parts of the white, 
and the ultramarine thus let down is 
compared with the standard sample, 
which has been treated in the same 
manner. To have results exactly 
comparable, it is necessary to do all 
the weighing at once, as both ultra- 
marine and kaolin absorb moisture 
from the air. The tints obtained may 
be either of a pure blue. or of a green- 
ish, a violet, or a rose blue, according 
to the nature of the sample. ‘Thus 
the comparison of the different kinds 
is rendered very difficult. (What is 
the difference between a violet blue 
and a reddish or rose blue?) 

Resistance to acids is a necessary 
quality for ultramarines which have 
in their use to come in contact with 
liquids which are either acid or are 
capable of becoming so. 


This occurs in the pigment style of 
printing, where the albumen and oth- 
er materials which serve to fix ultra- 
marine upon the fibre are rapidly de- 
composed and turn acid. To come as 
close as possible to the actual condi- 
tions of the case the trial is made 
with a solution of oxalic acid, which 
is one of the products of the decom- 
position of albumen. A standard so- 
lution is made by dissolving 134 ozs. 
of crystalline oxalic acid in 85 fluid 
ounces of water. The one-hundredth 
part by measure of this solution is 
putintoa test-tube along with * 
grains of the ultramarine and is well 
shaken up, while the change which 
ensues is compared with what takes 
place in a portion of the standard ul- 
tramarine similarly treated. 


Resistance to alum. —Formerly for 
ultramarine used in the paper manu- 
facture resistance to alum was the 
first consideration. Now it is found 
that, if the paper is manufactured 
under right conditions, the most deli- 
cate ultramarines are not affected, 
Still, if itis desired to measure this 
resistance we make a saturated !solu- 
tion of alum and pour 14 hundredth 
parts of 35 fluid ounces thereof intoa 
test-tube, along with 77 grains of the 
sample under examination, making,of 
course, a comparative experiment 
with the standard samnle. It is nec- 
essary to shake up frequently, lest the 
ultrawarine should formaclot. It is 
generally believed that an ultrama- 
rine which resists a'um will resist acid 
equallys well. This is an error; the 
resistance to alum is quite different 
from the resistance toaeids. In the 
paper trade, coloring power is the 
first condition required. The greatest 
possible fineness is needful to avoid 
blurs. If much alum is used the re- 
sistance of the sample to alum should 
be tried. In printing, fineness isa 
main point especially for dark-colored 
ultramarines, Resistance to acids 
should also be tested. For blueing 
bleached goods the ultramarine may 
be tried by steeping a lot of the yarns 
to be tinted in a bath made up of 15 
grains of the sample and 7 fluid ounces 
of water. The yaraos are then dried 
and repeatedly passed between the 
fingers. to try if the color adheres to 
the fibre, which is.a mark of fineness. 

Examination of Lump Blues (ball 
blues, thumb blues, fig blues, ete )— 
Fifteen grains are placed as above in 
7 ounces of water and left to steep for 
a day, taking care to crush the frag- 
ments. A small parcel of cotton is 
then steeped in the liquid. By;,the 








fracture of a ball it is often possible 
to judge of its quality. If 
-the blue is mixed with a 
coarse white this is perceived 
hy simple inspection of the broken 
part (especially with the aid of a lens) 

If the white is fine the fracture must 
be scraped with the nail or a pen- 
knife, and on the flat surface thus 
formed very small traces of white 
matter may be detected. The follow- 
ing directions for the examination of 
the blues of commerce may be useful 
to bleachers, paper-makers, etc. Mix 
up the powder wel th concentrated 
sulphuric acid. If the color is de- 
stroyed it is Prussian blue. If, on the 
contrary, the blue color remains un- 
changed, dilute the mixture with 
water. Ifthe color is then dissolved 
with a smell of sulphurated hydrogen, 
itis ultramarine. If there is no decol- 
oration on adding water, and the blue 
either is or becomes soluble, it isa 
preparation of indigo. If, in spite of 
sulphuric acid and water, the blue re- 
mains insoluble, it is cobalt. If the 
original color on mixture with sul- 
phuric acid turns a reddish brown, 
water is added. If the coloring mat- 
ter is thereby precipitated in wine-red 
flakes, leaving a colorless liquid, it is 
anthracene blue or alizarine blue. If. 
on the addition of water, the original 
blue color returns, it is aniline blue. 
If, on treatment with sulpharic acid, 
a green liquid is produced, we have 
methylene blue. We must add that 
the crude indigo of commerce, when 
mixed with sulphuric acid, though it 
remains a dark colorin the mass,takes 
a yellow coljor at the edges, then turns 
greenish, and does not become fairly 
blue till after some time. If the solu- 
tion is diluted with water before this 
change has taken place much of the 
indigo is reprecipitated. Anthracene 
blue is soldin the form of a brown 
powder, with coppery reflections, sus- 
nended in water. This paste may be 
at once treated with sulphuric acid, 

and dissolves then very readily. The 
following reactions serve to confirm 

the tests given above: 


Among all these blues alcohol dis- 
solves only two—aniline blue and me- 
thylene blue. Dry extract of indigo 
though insoluble in alcohol at 90 per 


cent, gives off some traces of coloring 
matter, and even absolute alchol is 


also slightly colored, the water con- 
tained in the alcobol dissolving doubt 
less the extract. (Absolute alcohol 
seldom retains long its perfect 
freedom from water. A solution 
of oxolic acid behaves like water 
with all these blues, except ul 

tramarine. which it destroys, and 
Prussian blue, which it dissolves. A 
eaustic soda lye turns anthracene 
blue in paste or suspended in water 
to a green; it destroys Prussian blue, 
and turns extract of indigo yellow. 
The original color reappears on neu- 
tralizing the soda with an acid. Fum- 
ing nitric acid, added in small quan- 
tity to water holding these blues in 
suspension or solution, destroys com- 
pletely only indigo, anthracene blue. 
and uiltramarine. Cobalt blue (smalt) 
resists all reagents. The following 
instructions will serve to distinguish 
these blues when present as dyes or 
tints upon textile fabrics or paper: 
The swatch is first steeped in dilute 
muriatic acid. If the shade turns to 
a red or orange we have logwood or 
orchil. If the colar is destroyed with 
a smell of sulphuretted hydrogen— 
ultramarine. If the muriatic acid 
takes no effect, steep in soda lye, If 
this changes the color to red—aniline 
blue. If to yellow—extract of indigo. 
If to violet—methplene blue. If the 
color is destroyed—Prussian blue. If 
the soda lye does not modify the color, 
treat the swatch with nitric acid di- 
luted with an equal bulk of water. 
If the color disappears—indigo. If un- 
changed—cobalt. Paper or tissues 
tinted with aniline blue are percepti- 
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bly affected on exposure to the sun 
for afew hours. No other color is at- 
tacked so rapidly, Papers or tissues 
blued with ultramarine or cobalt 
leave a blue ash if burnt.—M. T.

Alstonia Schloraris. 
(Dita Bark.) 

This is a fine forest tree, attaining a 
height of 40 to 60, and even 80 feet, 
common throughout India, Ceylon, 
Burmah, Java, the Phillippines, New 
Guinea, and Queensland in Australia 
It has also been found in the western 
part of Tropical Africa. The bark is 
the only part used in medicine; it is 
not officinal either in the British or 
U.8 Pharmacopoias, but it is in the 
Indian. The common name in India 
is Satween, and in the Phillippines 
the natives call it Dita bark. It is 
found in irregular, twisted pieces, of a 
spongy texture, varying in thickness 
from about 1g to 4% an inch; breaks 
easily with a short, coarse fracture. 
The external surface is very rough 
and uneven, of a dark gray or brown- 
ish color: within this the substance 
of the bark generally, as well as its 
inner surface, is of a bright buff color. 

The taste is neither aromatic nor 
acrid. but is described as avery pure 
bitter, and the bark has no marked 
odor. A pharmacist of Manila, 
Gruppe, obtained from Dita bark an 
unerystallizable hygroscopic. bitter 
substance. which he called ditain. He 
succeeded in extracting about 2 per 
cent of this principle, which he re. 
garded as its active constituent. It 
was tried at the time. and said to be a 
perfect substitute for quinia, but 
subsequent experiments established 
the fact that this was not a pure prin- 
ciple, but rather a mixture of ecrystal- 
lizable substances with coloring mat- 
ter, and that the action of the bark 
does not depend on the small quantity 


of alkaloid itccntains. J. Jobst and 
A. Hesse, who have recently conduct- 
ed a very thorough chemical in- 
vestigation of dita bark. have 
succeeded in isolating an alka- 
loid, to which they have given 
the name of ditamine. Gorup-Besanez 
extracted from the ditain of Gruppe 
an alkaloid which seems to be idénti- 
cal with the ditamine extracted di- 
rectly from from the bark. In India 
and the Philippines the bark is re- 
garded as a valuable anti periodic and 
tonic, and is also considered to possess 
enthelmintic properties, It has proved 
valuable in chronic diarrhma and in 
the advanced stages of dysentery. It 
has also been regarded as an eflicient 
remedy in debility after fevers and 
other exhaustive diseases. According 
to Waring it is a remedy of some pro- 
mise, but other authorities state that 
its considerably overrated. There is 
room for more investigation. however. 
and we hope that some of our readers 
will be sufficiently interested in the 
subject to look into it.

DYE MARKET.

TuESDAY EvsE., April 20, 1880, 

The market for dyes and dyestuffs pre- 
sents no interesting features. In a whole- 
sale way there is very little being done 
and prices of nearly every article in this 
line manifest a tendency to decline result- 
ing from the overtrading of last fall. In- 
digo was lower at the last London quar- 
terly sale but no effect has been telt here 
yet. Yellow prussiate of potash and gam- 
bier are both lower. Cutch is easier to ar- 
rive but unchanged for spot lots. 

Indigo is very dull, the only demand be- 
ing of a retail nature from consumers. 
Cables from London report that the last 
quarterly sale went off flat and ata decline 
but as yet prices here have not been 
affected and the market closes to-night 
steady at $1@1 25 for inferior to ordinary 
Bengals, $1 40@1 60 for medium and $1 75 
@2 for the finer grades and for Guatemalas 
$1 30@1 40 as to grade. There is a mode- 
rate jobbing demand for the soft kinds. 
We quote 70@75c for ordinary to good 
Manila and 80c for an extra grade and 70@ 
80c for Madras as to quality. There is no 
Catacas here. 

Cochineal is steady but rather nominal. 
We repeat the quotations given in our last: 
75@77\c for blacks and 72'4@771¢c for 
silvers. 

Logwood is quiet and stocks are accumu- 
lating to some extent but holders in view 
ofa prospective limited supply are firm. 
Hayti is quoted $24@26 50 as to grade. 

Sicily sumac is unchanged. The de- 
mand is of a jobbing character, the larger 
buyers having full supplies for the present. 
Prices are steady at $85 for best brands in 
a jobbing way and $75 for invoice lots, In- 
ferior grades are obtainable at $30@40. 

American yellow prussiate of potash can 
be had at 261gc but has only a limited de- 
mand. Scotch yellow prussiate is quoted 
at the same price as American and is rather 
quiet. Red is obtainable at 6214c. 

Domestic albumen is steady but rather 
quiet. We quote best blood 46c in ordi- 
nary lots, while a round parcel could 
probably be had at a shade less. No. 
14 can be obtained at 42'¢c and 
No. 2 at 37!gc. For imported blood 
the market is firm at 47@50c as 
to brand. Egg ts still rather scarce, and 
the market in consequence is very firm. 
Held at 80@82!c for prime as to brand. 

Cutch is lower in the primary markets, 
but on the spot there is little change to 
note. Small sales from store bring 10@ 
101gc according to quantity. It can be 
bought to arrive at 7!4@91¢c, and possibly 
a shade lower, according to position. 

Scotch bichromate of potash has not 
changed since we last wrote. Orders are 
filled at 14c, but a shade less would proba- 
bly be accepted on large sales. The de- 
mand is very moderate. American is still 
nominally quoted 16c less 2'¢ per cent, but 
could probably be purchased at the same 
price as Scotch. 

Gambier remains weak and since our 
last the market has further declined. Pur- 
chases could now be made of lots on the 
spot at 4@41¢c as to quantity, and 4c would 
The 
demand is very light for spot parccls, but 
there has been more doing to arrive and 
we have sales to report of about 400 tons at 
4c. 

Fullers earth has been less active and 
sales are of retail lots at 1c. ‘To arrive lots 
could be bought at 95c per hundred. Pow- 
dered is held at 24gc with a limited de- 
mand. 

Cudbear is still in demand, though the 
sales are of jobbing quantities.

Sulphate and Carmine of Indigo. 

Mix 1 lb fuming~ sulphuric: acid 
(Nordhausen vitriol) with 3 Ibs com- 
mmercial sulphuric acid, and pour 
this mixture over 2 lbs of finely pow- 
dered indigo, leaving to react for 48 
hours, stirring now and then with a 
glass rod. After this the vessel is put 
ina water bath, aud heated untila 
drop of the mixture thrown down in 
water dissolves completely witha blue 
color. Water is added, in very small 
quantities at a time, till the whole 
shows 18°. ‘This is the sulphate of in- 
digo of commerce. The carmine of 
indigo is obtained by precipitation 
with an alkaline salt. To throw down 
the carmine of 2 lbs of indigo in 2 Ibs 
of sulphuric acid, 12 lbs of soda crys- 
tals are used. ‘hese latter are pre- 
viously dissolved in hot water, and 
then carefully added in small portions 
to the sulphate of indigo, contained 
in a vessel large enough to hold the 
whole. Assoon as the soda solution 
is added a strovg effervescence takes 
place, caused by the carbunic acid 
which is being liberated; therefore 
care must Le taken not to add the so- 
da too quickly, in order that it may 
not froth over. The carmine is thus 
precipitated, and is separated from 
the clear liquor and washed in a filter 
with water containing sulphate of 
soda or common salt; afterwards 
washed with cold water. The last 
washings with water are collected and 
used again, either for diluting sul- 


phate of indigo or for dissolving the 
soda crystals. as these wash waters 
always coutain a certain amount of 
carmine in solution.—TZextile Mfr.

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THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EveE.,, April 20, 1880. 


The past week has been one of the quiet- 
est on record in the petroleum trade, and 
the market is entirely devoid of interesting 
feature. Crude has been dealt in to a fair 
extent on a speculative basis, and the ope- 
rations in certificates are about the only 
evidences of business in this product just 
now. There wasan irregular market for 
crude on Wednesday ond Thursday, and 
prices fluctuated between 717g and Tic, 
with more regularity following on Friday, 
atabout 73@74c. Yesterday there was 
more buoyancy and 75c was again touched, 
while to-day has witnessed another break, 
and the quotation has been down 
to 71%. These fluctuations are 

. wholly independent of the actual po- 
sition of the product. There is nothing 
in the situation which is calculated to 
cause any other feeling than decided de- 
pression. The condition of things is illus- 
trated, in a measure, by the circular issued 
by the United Lines, on the 15th inst., to 
the following effect: ‘‘The constant increase 
of production, now far exceeding sixty-five 
thousand daily with accumulation of stocks 
in lines exceeding nine millions, and daily 
increasing at unprecedented rate, have al- 
most exhausted the storage capacity of this 
company. Every possible exertion is being 
made to meet the increased demand; about 
a million and ahalf bbls tankage is now 
under contract and constructing, nevertke- 
less there is imminent danger that the lines 
will not be able’ to take care of all oil of- 
fered. This notice is to warn producers of 
probability that within a short time oil will 
be lost for want of storage capacity, and to 
ask their immediate co-operation in the ef- 
fort to provide necessary tankage.” 

From the exceedingly small shipments 
from the regions, averaging less thon 20,000 
barrels daily, it can readily be seen that 
this circular does not exaggerate the facts 
as to the accumulation of stocks, though it 
is understood, as stated last week, that the 
Standard is doing nothing to relieve the 
tankage but is keeping its own for im- 
mediate shipment oil, which will be inaug- 
urated again soon. The quotations for 
crude oil in bbls are 644,@7<o. 

Refined has been exceedingly flat all of 
the week. The nominal quotation has been 
73g0, but there has been but very little 
bidding and we doubt if any refiners would 
have sold any quantities for that price, 
which is below the cost of making the oil. 

There have been some small resales on spot 
at 73¢c, and 7140 has been bid without ob- 
taining anything, so far as we can learn. 
Most of the refiners have shut down 
wholly or in part,and as near as we can 
estimate there is not more than one-third 
of the refining capacity at the seaboard 
now running. Exporters seem to hold no 
positive orders, and with the excessive 
stocks now on the other side and afloat 
for their markets, it is doubtful 
if they enter the market very 
largely for ecome weeks. The announce- 
ment is made to-day unofficially of an ad- 
vance of 15c per barrel in the freight rate 
from the regions, to go into effect May 15. 
No official notice has yet been!received by 
the refiners, though they were promised 30 
days notice of any such advance. Cases 
are nominally 10%@llc with nothing do- 
ing. 

Gasoline is jobbing fairly as quoted be- 
low. Naphtha is quiet, and cargoes are 
quoted at 55¢@5%c. For jobbing parcels 
we quote gasoline 86 deg, 10c; 88 deg, 12c; 
90 deg, 15c. Naphtha, crude 70 deg, 6@ 
6140; sweet 70 deg, 644@7}g0; do, 62 deg, 
6144@7'4o; do, 76 deg, 7/@8e. 

Empty barrels are lower, spots being 
procurable at $135, while ships to arrive 
are quoted at $1 40. 

The charters remain very small, and 
freight rates are firm. Large vessels to 
Antwerp and Bremen have been engaged 
at 269d@3s, from here, and from Phila- 
delphia for the full range of Continental 
ports, at 3s 3d. A part cargo to Alacante 
was taken here at 22c, and a small vessel to 
a Spanish portatthesame figure, A small 
yessel to London was closed at 3s 6d.

OIL MARKET. 


! The Oil Price List will be found in the De- 
partment of Prices Current following the 
Drug report. 

TuRSDAY EvE., April 20, 1880. 

Linseed oil has declined. The weather 
has been unfavorable, but the demand is 
nevertheless very fair, and the decline is 
not so much due to the lack of sales as to 
the pressure of outside lots on the market. 
Shortly after our last issue a holder of con- 
tracts made at low prices offered city 
crushed oil at 78 c., at which 5,000 gallons 
were taken. This was followed by sales of 
5,000 and 10,000 gallon lots amounting to 
some 35,000 gallons City and Western at 
7816 c @79 cc. The oil was taken princi- 
pally by City and Western crushers, and 
this closed out the stock which was the 
largest in second hands. 

These sales had a depressing influence 
on the market generally, and crushers 
lowered thei: prices to 79@80c, with excep- 
tional sales at 78c. There have been no 
large sales of English oil since our last. 
The lot of 6,000 gals in warehouse, which 
it was reported was to go to Canada, it is 
understood will be put on this market. 
Jobbing sales are making at 80@8lc as to 
quantity. 

Manufactured whale oil is selling mode- 
rately in jobbing lots. There is a steady 
tone to prices, and we continue to quote 
59c for natural, 611g¢ for bleached and 
64c for extra bleached winter. Present 
make oils might be had at a shade less. 
Manufactured sperm oil is held firmly, but 
prices are somewhat nominal, trade being 
of a light jobbing character. We still 
quote $1 15@I1 18 for natural winter and 
$1 20@1 23 for bleached. 

Mustard seed oil is still in active demand 
but the offerings are very light and almost 
entirely from second hands. Dealers have 
bought several small lots at prices equal to 
531¢@56c delivered here. There has beena 
considerable movement in retail lots at 
60@65c, according to quantity. We note 
sales of 15 bbls at 60c. 

Rapeseed oil is slow of sale. There is no 
English here, and very little domestic. The 
market for the latter has advanced, and re- 
tail sales now bring 80@85c. - 

Lard oil, following a weak and declining 
market for raw material, has been further 
reduced in price, and 56c will now 
buyprime city brands, in moderate sized 
quantities. There is considerable inquiry 
for export contracts, but shippers are still 
timid, and the sales closed have 
been few. The home demand is 
slow, buyers taking stock only as 
their actual necessities require, anticipating 
still lower prices in the near future. Stocks 
are not large but adequate to re quire- 
ments. We note the sale of 50 bbls of a 
prime city brand at 56c and above, 
and other transactions aggregating 
160 bbls 5644@574ge according 
to quantity.

THE COTTONSEED CRUSHERS’ 
CONVENTION. 


(EDITORIAL* CORRESPONDENCE.) 


NEw ORL EAns, April 15, 1880. 

The Cottonseed Crushers held their 
annual convention in this city on the 
18th, 14th, 15th, and 16th. 

On the first day of the convention but 
little was done other than call the roll, 
receive new members and elect’ the 
chairman and secretary of the meeting. 
None of the committees made any re- 
ports except the one of which Mr. Geo. 
O. Baker was chairman, and he urged 
the adoption of a classification of crude 
cottonseed oil. On the 14th the princi- 
pal discussion was as to the practicabil- 
ity of grading crude oils or finding a 
disinterested person with  suflicient 
practical knowledge to satisfactorily in- 
spect oil, anda committee of crushers 
was appointed to meet with a committee 
of refiners and make a report. On 
Thursday the two committees made 
separate reports, agreeing to the ad. 
visability of grading and inspection, 
but disagreeaing as to the practicability 
and the subject occupied the remainder 
of the session, the reports being finally 
referred back to the committees to 
report the next day. On the closing day 
of the Conyention a substitute was of- 
fered providing for an inspector and an 
arbitration committee, to be appointed 
by the President of the Convention, and 
and with some minor matters the 
Convention adjourned to meet at 
Cincinnati in May, 1881. The officers 
and committees all stand as last year, 
except that Mr. Jos. H. Duggan was 
elected secretary and treasurer in place 
of Mr. B. F. Haller. The full and offi- 
cial report will be ready for our next 
issue. The New Orleans members gave 
avery sumptuous dinner to the mem- 
bers of the Association and all others 
interested, including exporters and buy- 
ers. There were 120 seats. Mr. Jules Al- 
dige presided at one end of the table and 
Mr. Nelson, President of theAssociation 
at the other. Mr. Lyman Klapp occu- 
pied a seat on the right of Mr. Aldige, 
and the President of the New Orleans 
Board of Trade on the left. ‘There 
were a good many toasts, which were 
pleasantly responded to by different 
members, Mr. Klapp’s experiences of 
25 years ago were very interesting. 
A handsome tribute was paid to the 
memory of the late Mr. A. A. Magin- 
nis, by Mr. Chaffe, as the pioneer of 
the cottonseed oil trade here. Mr. 
Knowles responded to the toast, “he 
New York Produce Exchange,” 
and told how he had = seen 
the trade extend its branches, 
and hoped that the future would show 
a growth asrapid asthe past. Mr. T. 
A. Nelson responded for the country 
crushers. Speeches were made by many 
other gentlemen representing banking 
and insurance interests, and by the 
President of the Board of Trade vf New 
Orleans, W.O. A,

Mineral Lubricating Oils. 
The author determines: 1, the specific 
gravity; 2, the temperature at which'in- 
flammable and continuously incombustible 


gases are evolved. For this purpose he 


heats the oil on the sand bath in a crucible, 
64 c.m. wide and 4°7 in depth, filled to 1:2 
c.m. from its edge, and after the experi- 
mental temperature has been attained, he 
removes it from the sand bath and passes a 
small gas flame over it, as in Hannemann's 
petroleum test, trying it first from 5 to 5 
degrees, and afterward from 2to2. Oils 
which foam strongly when heated are unfit 
for many purposes. He observes, furtker : 
3, the point of congelation; 4, the undis- 
solved constituents on dissolving 10 c.c., 
‘in an equal volume of ether, filtering and 
weighing the washed residue; 5, the reac- 
tion of soda lye of sp. gr. 1:40; 10 c.c. of 
the oil are well shaken up with 5 c.c. of 
the soda lye and heated in the boiling 
water bath. After repeated shaking the 
lye must remain clear, and its volumes 
must not be altered. The test tube used in 
this experiment must be absolutely free 
from grease; 6, the reaction with nitric acid 
of sp. g. 1°45; on agitating equal volumes 
no rise of temperature, or but a very slight 
one, should be perceptible. This test shows 
the absence of tar oils; 7, reaction with sul- 
phuric acid, sp. gr. 1°53; equal volumes are 
shaken up and heated in the water bath, 
when the acid should take merely a pale 
yellow color. A brown or black coloration

Petroleum for Coughs. 

Dr. Moubre, writing to the Gazette des 
Hospitaux, gives his experience of petro- 
leum capsules in simple and chronic 
bronchitis. This balsamic had’ been 
brought before the therapeutic Society by 
Dr. Blaclie a year ago, at the suggestion of 
a Paris chemist, who named it Gabian oil, 
in order to prevent. public prejudice. 
Each capsule contains 25 centigrammes of 
pure petroleum, the ordinary oil not being 
ing used, as it has to be distilled in con- 
tact with sulphuric acid to render it fit for 
lighting purposes. At the Hospital Beau- 
jon, where these capsules have been freely 
ordered for chonic bronchitis, a rapid 
diminution of the secretion and fitg of 
coughing were observed. In tuberculosis 
this medicine gave encouraging results.

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How Glue is Made. 


The first step in the manufacture ofglue, 
is the preparation of the skins, or other 
animal matter from which it is to be made, 
These materials are subjected to a process 
of maceration in lime water for several 
weeks, which prevents putrefaction and 
renders them soft and more easily dissolved 
in the after process. The lime water is re- 
newed three or four times during the pro- 
cess of steeping. When taken out of the 
lime water they are laid in piles two or 
three inches deep, on a sloping pavement 
to drain and dry, where they are 
turned two or three times a day. 
The blood and _ soft parts are dis- 
solved by the lime which becomes 
carbonated and is thus harmless to the 
glue from which it is afterward seperated 
in theclarifying. The principal substances 
from which glue is made are the skin of 
oxen, cows, calves, sheep etc. The whole 
skin is rarely used for this purpose, only 
the parings of hides, leather dressers 
refuse and offal of the slaughter house such 
as the hoofs, tendons, ears, etc. The par- 
ings. of parchment, old gloves, or the 
skin of animals in any form, if freed 
from tannin, may be utilized. To further 
purify the materials after they have been 
put through the process described above, 
they are subjected toa weak lime steep 
and rinsed with water, after which they are 
again placed to drain on a sloping surface, 
though it is not necessary that they should 
be absolutely dry, as they dissolve much 
faster in a soft and turgid state. The sub- 
stance is then placed in brass or copper 
boilers of large-circumference but small 
depth. These boilers are provided with an 
iron frame, which serves as a lining, and 
sometimes with a false bottom perforated 
with heles, raised about three or four inches 
from the true one, and these prevent the 
skins or other matter from coming in con- 
tact with the sides and bottom of the boiler. 
The vessel is filled about two-thirds of its 
depth with water, and then the materials 
are thrown in, filling it up above the brim. 
As soon as the mass begins to boil, the 
skins and other animal substances sink 
down, when more are added, and the wkole 
pressed down and stirred, from time to 
time, to facilitate the escape of the gelatine. 
The materials, when put into the boiler, 
are usually encased in bags, so that when 
the contents have become sufficiently 
gelatinized, they may be drawn out bya 
windlass, and the gelatine expressed and 
drained back into the boiler, but another 
plan is to strain the gelatine through the 
false bottom by pressing down the mass 
with poles. The next process is the same 
in both cases—the liquid is drawn from the 
first vessel into a second, called a settling. 
back. This latter vessel is immersed in 
hot water, so that the gelatine it contains 
may be kept in a fluid state, and it is thus 
left for several hours in order to allo# the 
solid impurities to settle and the remainder 
is then clarified with alum and other 
fining materials. When the liquid has be- 
come thoroughly clarified itis drawn off 
into the coolers or congealing boxer. These 
are made of wood, about six feet long, a 
foot wide and six inches deep, and in them 
the gelatine is left to solidify, the apart- 
ment in which this is done being kept as 
cool as possible. In the course of twelve 
or eighteen hours the glue becomes suffi- 
ciently solid to be cut into squares. Each 
of these squares is placed in a box, where 
they are cut into slices by means of a wire 
admitted through slits in the back, or they 
are placed on table and divided by means 
of a wire stretched on a frame, similar to a 
bow-saw. The layers thus obtained are laid 
upon neta stretched in wooden frames, 
which are arranged in stacks so that air 
may circulate freely inand about them. The 
cakes require to be turned several times a 
day, so that all parts may be equally 
exposed. At this part of the process, the 
utmost care has to be taken, and even then 
there are certain influcnces that cannot be 
counteracted. The slightest change in the 
weather affects the glue during the first two 
or three days after iis exposure; if the 
weather becomes too hot, the gelatine is 
apt to soften and run on the nets, falling 
on the pieces below, or surrounding the 
cords of the net so that it cannot be re- 
moved except by immersing it in boiling 
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water. If the weather is frosty and cold, 
the water is liable to freeze, causing the 
glue to crack in all directions, and even a 
slight fog will cause the gluco to mould, 
while a thunder storm will prevent its har- 
dening. A dry and hot wind may cause it 
to dry so rapidly as to prevent its contract- 
ing to its proper size without crack- 
ing. For these reasons, it is nec- 
essary to select seasons when there is less 
likelihood of sudden changes in the weath- 
er, and Spring and Autumn are considered 
the best time for the drying operation. 
When the glue has become dried in the 
nets it may still be too flexible to be mar- 
ketable, and it is then necessary to harden 
it further by means of artificial heat. The 
slices next receive a gloss by dipping them 
separately in hot water and rubbing them 
with a moistened brush, and are again left 
to dry for a day or two, when they are 
ready for packing in casks for the market. 
The best glue is in thin sheets of dark 
color, and a simple way to test it is to 
steep it in cold water, where, if it be of 
good quality, it will swell considerably 
without dissolving, and when taken out 
and dried will return to its former size. 
An old recipe for making a glue that will 
stand against fire or water is: Mix a hand- 
ful of good quicklime with four ounces of 
linseed 011, boil them to a good thickness, 
then spread the liquid out in tin plates and 
set them in the shade, when the glue will 
become exceedingly hard, but may be dis- 
solved over a fire. The same authority 
gives the following recipe for making 
parchment glue: Boil, over a gentle fire, 
shreds of parchment in water, in the pro- 
portion of one pound of the former to one 
quart of the latter; strain the fluid from the 
dregs and boil to the consistency of glue. 
It is then ready for use. Liquid glue is 
made by slowly adding nitric acid to melt- 
ed glue in the proportion of 10 oz. of strong 
acid to 2 lbs of glue dissolved in water. 
The product thus obtained isa strong glue, 
which remains in a liquid state, always 
ready for use. A glue that isa very strong 
cement, not liable to be affected by damp- 
ness, is made by immersing glue, after it 
has become swollen with cold water, in 
linseed oil, and heating it; or take isinglass 
and dissolve it in skim milk instead of 
water, 
_—_—— Soo 
Blistering of Paint and Varnish, 
Mr. Frank Fielding writing in the Coach 
Painter, says that the blistering of a var- 
nished surface after the varnish has had 
proper time to harden is due to the evapo- 
ration of moisture which lies confined un- 
der the shell of varnish. This evaporation 
is caused by heat, and it is seldom, if ever, 
a blister will rise upon a varnished surface 
without the temperature is raised to an ex- 
treme degree, near to that which the var- 
nish received in its manufacture. The ac- 
cumulation of moisture under the varnish 
may be brought about in several ways; the 
most particular one being in the closing in 
of moisture in the rough stuff. During the 
rubbing of the rough stuft the water used 
is partially absorbed, and unless due care 
is taken to give ample time for ‘‘drying 
out” before the application of subsequent 
coats,a great amount of moisture will be 
confined within the cells of the rough stuff. 
Boiled oil contains moisture, as of water, 
and in cases where steam is used to ex- 
presss the oil from the seed this percent- 
age is increased. Turpentine, an extreme- 
ly volatile liquid, also forms an evaporat- 
ing substance which is rendered active by 
a slight heat, and in its haste to reach the 
air it disturbs the outer surface, either lift- 
ing an elastic coating into bubbles or blis- 
ters, or bursting open a hard and inelastic 
one into cracks. The primary cause, then, 
of blistering is moisture either in the form 
of wet moisture or of evaporating liquids, 


such as turpentine. The wood may be 
unseasoned, or it may have been wetted in 
the course of preparation, such as steam- 
ing to bend, etc. The rough stuff water 
may have been applied before the evapora- 
tion of liquids had taken place, either of 
which stank bring about disastrous re- 
sults. ‘Dry blistering” is simply the hasty 
absorption of the liquids from outer coats 
by putty or paint which is expressly porous, 
depriving the coating of the requisite 
amount of binding and adhesiveness. To 
prevent blistering, close up every lurking 
place for moisture, and be careful to have 
each coat dry before applying another,

There is a lack of buoyancy to prices for 
paints and colors that had been expected 
in view of the encouraging symptoms ear- 
lier in the year and ona good many arti- 
cles values have a declining tendency. 
There seems to be a good distributing de- 
mand but in a wholesale way there is ap- 
parently nothing doing, the larger dealers 
having bought much heavier amounts than 
usual during the opening months of the 
yearand previous to the closing of the 
canals last Fall. As the roads have been 
in bad condition for traveling while the 
weather has been against outside work 
many still have a good supply of all lines 
om hand and have not yet begun to make 
their usual spring purchases. As the 
time for the opening of navigation ap- 
proaches, a better feeling is manifested, 
and an improvement is confidently looked 
for, if not in prices at least in the number 
of orders being received. Among the 
changes that have been made this week the 
most important one has been the decline in 
the prices of French zinc. The break in 
the price of linseed oil and the lower cost 
of tin seems likely to affect the price of 
colors ground in oil, but as yet there have 
been no alterations made in the lists. 
When the advance in the cost of materials 
took place last Fall the prices of colors 
were not strictly adhered to, owing to the 
active competition among the larger manu- 
facturers, it is thought that the only change 
will be to allow a little larger discount. 
Varnish gums are still weak and depressed. 
Shellacs have declined about 2c per Ib. 

The followingwill show the total imports 
of paints for the week ending April 19: 

Asphaltum 83 cks and 160 tons; barytes 
309 cks; Berlin blue 15 bbls; bronze pow- 
der 8 cs; chrome yellow 4 cs; colcothar 93 
cks; crocus 58 cks; drop black 43 cks; glue 
45 cks; gypsum 100 cks; iron oxide 178 
pkgs; lead 536 pigs; ochre 330 cks; oil lin- 
seed 205 bbls; orange lerd 63 cks; pumice 
59 cks; rotten stone 40 cks; talc 19 cs; terra 
alba 65 cks; umber 177 cks; varnish 15 cs; 
vermilion 26 cs; white lead 351 pkgs; zinc 
oxide 150 bbls. 

Common pig lead has been dull, but the 
stock is concentrated in strong hands and 
the firm tone of the market is maintained. 
Jobbing sales are making at 53jc. Refined 
lead is weaker and somewhat nominal; 
holders demand 5%c, but there is no in- 
quiry. 

Dry white lead is firmly held by the As- 
sociation, but the demand is still limited, 
most grinders having full supplies. The 
demand for lead in oil is improving, but 
the movement is still confined to jobbing 
sales. The Association quotations for dry 
are 814c for lots of 500 lbs, or over, 9'¢c for 
less than 500 lbs and 9c tor lots of 500 lbs 
or over of lead in oil and 9c for less than 
500 lbs. There is no call for round lots of 
English, but a moderate jobbing trade is in 
progress at steady prices. We continue to 
quote 934@10c for jobbing lots and 9!¢c 
for smaller quantities. 

American oxide of zinc manufacturers 
still quote 5'44@5'¢c for the sec- 
ond grades, and 5'@6c for best, 
but outside holders might accept a shade 
less than these figures. There is a very 
limited supply of yrime on the market, the 
stock in manufacturers hands being mostly 
of the off grades. As the demand is almost 
entirely for the best quality there is very 
little doing. On Saturday the importers 
agreed upon making a reduction in the 
price of French, but the alteration did not 
go into effect until to-day. Following are 
the revised quotations: Paris red seal 77 
in 50 bbl lots, 8c in 10 bbl lots and 8146 for 
a less quantity; Antwerp red seal 75g 
for 50 bbl lots, 73Zc for 10 bbl lots and 8c 
for less than 10 bbls. Green seal, both 
kinds, 940 for; 50 bbl lots, 93fc 
for 10 bbl lots, and 10c for small- 
er quantities. In poppy seed oil the quo- 
tations are 12: for green seal in drums, 
124geim cans, and 10c for red seal in 
drums, 19!gc in cans. Terms unchanged 

Griffiths’ patent white which has lately 
been put on the market is quoted at 81Zc 


for lots of 500 Ibs or over and 83{c for less 
than 500 lbs of dry; 9c for 500 Ibs or over 
and 91¢c for less than 500 lbs ground in 
oil, with the following rebates: 244 per 
cent on 5 tons, 5 per sent on 10 tons, and 
71g per centon10to 50tons. Terms 60 
days, or 144 por eent off for cash in 15 days, 

Balphate: of barytes is a drug in the mar- 
ket. ‘There is a large stock of foreign 
in store, which is held at prices ranging 
from $30 to $35 according to quality. Buy- 
ers manifest no interest and a considerable 
reduction from the above figures would 
have to be made in order to effect sales. 
Manufacturers of domestic are filling their 
contracts regularly and occasionally have 
small lots to offer at $26@27 50 for prime 
white and $16@18 for off-colored. 

Chalk isin demand, and since our last 
sales have been made of 600 tons to arrive 
at $3. 

Whiting is selling slowly but manufac- 
turers are still busy filling contracts, and 
have not much surplus to offer. The mar- 
ket in consequence is firm at the combina- 
tion figures, viz: 65c for commercial, 80c 
for gilders and and 90c for extra gilders. 

Paris white sells quite freely, but the de- 
mand is almost entirely for jobbing lots. 
The tone of the market is firm, and we con- 
tinue to quote $1 20@1 25 for. contract 
lots, $1 30@I1 40 for moderate sized quan- 
tities, and $l 50@1 60 for retail lots. 
Since our last there have been sales of 300 
tons in lots at $1 30@1 50. American paris 
white is not offered freely but sells to a fair 
extent in jobbing at 95c@$1 per hundred. 

English china clay is quiet. An arrival 
of 400 tons, which had been sold previous- 
ly, supplying the wants of buyers for the 
moment, and with another vessel near due 
has restricted the demand The glut is 
only temporary and prices have not been 
affected. There have been sales from store 
of 10 tons superfine at $22 and 15 tons me- 
dium at $18@18 50. To arrive, lots of su- 
perfine can be bought at $2050 and 
medium at $17 50. “Low grades on the 
spot are available at $15@17 but have a 
very limited demand. For domestic there 
isa lightdemand only to be noted, but 
there is no change in price to report. We 
note a sale of 25 cks white Southern at $12. 

English terra alba has not arrived since 
last writing and the market is in the 
same position as then reported. On 
the spot small sales are making 
at 1@llgc. A lot of 25 cks French, 
just to hand, has been sold at 
llgc __ex-vessel. There are very 
few sales making from store; small lots 
command 1@llgc. Small lots of No. 1 
American are beginning to appear, but they 
are taken upas soonas offered at about Ic, 
leaving the market still bare of stock. Of 
No. 2 there have been no sales that we hear 
of. It is held at $10 per ton, but could 
probably? be had at a shade less. 

French tale is quiet, only small lots 
changing hands. Retail lots bring 1c, 
but le would be a full price for round lots, 
sales being made at this. 

Paris green has sold more freely during 
the past day or two, but the market is still 
fa. from active, the enquiry being al- 
most entirely for forward contracts, 
which menufacturers refuse to entertain. 
There is not so much stiffness to prices | 
though some makers still refuse to sell 
prime high colored below 20c. Sales are 
reported of a lot of 4000 lbs at about 17e, 
and 2000 Ibs at 20c. Off colored grades 
meet with little attention. Purchases 
could be made at 18@17c according to 
quality. Outside lots are available at 17c. 

Cobalt oxide is in the position last 
reported. There have been no further ar- 
rivals but there seems to be a sufficien 
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stock to meet the present wants of con- 
sumers. The demand is moderate, and we 
have sales to report of 50 lbs black oxide at 
$3@3 10. Prepared oxide is quoted 
$3 10@3 25 as to quality. 

Crocus martus is dull and unchanged. 
Retail sales only are reported at 3@4c, ac- 
cording to quality. There is a moderate 
demand for American, whish is met at 
$40@45 per ton according to quality. 

Prussian blue is in fair demand, but the 
sales are mostly of small quantities. The 
market is without change, and prices are 
firmly held at 60@65c for pure as to brand 
and quantity, and 40@50c for medium 
grades. 

Quicksilver vermilion has only a mod- 
erate demend but the market remains 
steady at 621¢c for lots of less than 500 lbs 
in bags, 60c for 500 lbs and over in bags, 
and lc per lb less in bulk packages of 100 
lbs or more.

TUESDAY Eve., April 20, 1880. 

There has been little change since our 
last report, and the business continues of 
a small character. There are few buyers of 
parcels in market. and in the absence of 
orders dealers are not disposed to offer 
goods, except at a full figure. There have 
not been free arrivals, and most of the par- 
cels are going into store, though a few of 
the lots were sold previously, and have 
been taken off the market. To-day news 
was received by cable that the ‘‘Marie,” 
from London to this port, had been aban- 
doned ai sea. Her cargo of chemicals con- 
sisted of 351 cks ash, and 965 dms caustic. 

Carbonated ash is moving in small par- 
cels, for present wants, and there seems to 
be a steadier feeling to prices, the lowest 
that we now hear named being 1 921¢@2c, 
as to brand, High test is easier, and near- 
ly all brands can now be had in large par- 
cels at 195c, though from some choice 
names 2c is asked. In a small way 2@ 
21-16c are the quotations. The sales are 
300 tons both kinds. Newcastle has not 
changed and prices are still 17¢@1 90c. 

Caustie ash is steady in price and though 
1 90c is named by one dealer -most of the 
trade are quoting 1 92!g@]1 95c for parcels, 
up to 2@2 1-16c for small lots. High test is 
doing better and there is nothing offering 
below 17%c, and even this will not be ac- 
cepted for all brands, and we hearof 50 
tons being placed at 192!gc. There have 
been sales of 50 tons 48 per cent at 1 95c 
and 100 tons both kinds within the range. 

Alkali is rather easier in price for 36 per 
cent, and can now be obtained at 1 70c, 
this being accepted for 50 tons, though the 
general figures are 134@1 80. Refined is 
quiet but steady, and holders ask 214@ 
23¢¢ as to quantity and brand. 

Caustic soda is about as last reported and 
the demand continues fair. Most holders 
are asking 3 95@4c as to quantity, but one 
dealer is willing to accept 3 90 for a lot, 
and this has been accepted for 100 dms. 
There have been other sales of 150 dms at 
395@4c. High test seems to be weaker 
and 35¢c will readily obtain o lot of any 
prime brand, while one dealer names a 
lower figure. The sales are 100 dms at 
35gc and 100 dms at 365. Ina small way 
a few sales are reported at 3 70c. 

Sal soda is in light enquiry‘and the feel- 
ing is still weak. The general figures are 
1\g@1 15e, the latter forsmall parcels, but 
we hear that a lot of 100 tons was obtained 
at110c. The supply is still ample for all 
the wants of the trade, and the feeling is 
weak, though nothing less than 1!¢e will be 
taken by most holders, and some parcels 
are being stored rather than shade this 
figure. We also hear of 75 tons for which 
11gc was paid. 

Bleach is in full supply and there isa 
weak feeling in the market with price tend- 
ing downward. The general quotations 
are 13(@17%c as to quantity, but these fig- 
ures are above buyers’ views and 1 60c is 
reported to have been accepted for 250 cks, 
while one dealer is quoting lots at 1c 
and 134¢c ina small way. There have been 
sales of 200 cks in lots at 13{c, but a large 
parcel could not be placed at this. 

Acetic acid has sold more freely. The 
transactions reported aggregate 40000 Ibs at 
34@3kke. 

Acetate of lime is not so strong. Sales of 
grey are making at 33g@3!c. Of brown 
we note the sale of 50 tons for export at 
Jie. Quoted 24¢@25¢c. 

Arsenic is quiet but firm at 234c for Gar- 
land’s white. 

Blue vitriol has sold to the extent 600 
bbls common at 8!ge. We quote common 
8'44@8léc and extra 834@9c, 

Brimstone has not further declined but 
ander a light demand the market appears to 
be weak. We quote best unmixed seconds 
$26@26 50., and best thirds $24 50@24 75. 

Carbonate of ammonia is not quoted less 
than 1634c, but it is probable that this 
price would be shaded. 

Chlorate of potash is readily obtainable 
t 1614@163{c, but buyers’ views are lower 

d very few sales have been efiected. 

m tartar has not been so active, but 


so 
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the movement has been fair, the demand 
being wholly of a jobbing nature, the dis- 
position to take iarge lots being checked 
by the high prices. There areoffers to buy 
forward contracts at the ruling rates, but 
manufacturers are unwilling to sell ahead. 
The market closes to-night very firm at 36 
@361gc, as to quality for crystals. Pow- 
dered is selling fairly at 371gc in barrels 
and 3814c in boxes, 

Nitrate of soda is easier for forward de- 
livery but the spot price is well supported. 
There has been some movement both from 
store and to ‘arrive but the sales have not 
been large as buyers are timid, looking for 
a further decline. The spot sales were 
made at 43¢@41¢c but the transactions for 
forward delivery were not made public. 
Advices from Iquiqui state that there have 
been sales at auction by the Chilian Gov. 
ernment of 30,000 bags from the stock 
there at 3 73 for 95 per cent, with 10c to be 
added to the price if it tests 96 per cent. 
These are about the same prices as received 
at previous sales, This nitrate willnot be 
shipped probably for some time to come, 
as the Peruvian Government has threatened 
to seize it wherever found. 

Oxalic acid is weak and lower. The de- 
mund is of a retail nature and is filled at 
814 @83\e. 

Sulphuric acid is in fair demand at 15 
@13(c for round lot of 66 deg., 2@21'4e for 
smaller quantities and 1!14@I11gc for 60 
deg. according to quantity. 

Salammoniac is lower and can now be 
had at 11!'¢@115gc. The demand is light. 

Saltpetre has been more active and of the 





recent arrivals about 3000 bags have been 
placed at 5!14@53¢c. The market is easier 
than when we last wrote and 51g@53{c 
would now be full prices for jobbing lots. 
Refined with a good demand is held at 7@ 
9e¢ as to quality. 

White sugar of lead is still unsettled, 
though the stock is more concentrated. 
The larger holders quote 13@13%%e as 
bottom prices, but 1234c will still buy lots 
of 1 to 5 cks from one manufacturer. The 
demand is very light, sales being mostly of 
single casks. Brown isin better supply, 
the manufacturers having caught up with 
their orders, but the market still remains 
firm.

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CHEMICAL AND SCIENTIFIC NOTES, 





Boracic Acidas a Preservative. 
Boracic acid has, forthe last ten 


years, held a place amongst our anti- 
septics,and has frequently been re- 
commended for the preservation of 
meats and vegetab’e substances. The 
original discoverer, Gahn, sold in 
Europe two mixtures. The one wasa 
mixture of one part of boracie acid 
with one part of alum; the other, one 
part of borocic acid with two parts of 
alum. ‘These were called respectively 
“aseptine” and “double aseptine” 

Provisions in part preserved by ho- 
racid acid are generally within the 
time of from one to two months cov- 
ered with a black crust, provided they 
are kept in the ordiaary oak provision 
barrels. Alum prevent this. It was 
found that fresh beef, packed with 1 
percent of boracic acid and a salt 
pickle of 50 per cent, remained sweet 
and wholesome for several months, 
even i’ keptat an average tempera- 
ture above 80°F. It was likewise 
found that previously salted beet 
could not be preserved by the addi- 
tion of boracic acid. From this it 
was evident that the process of saltlng 
removed fromthe beef certain sub 
stances, in the absence of which pre- 
servation became impossible. ‘hese 
substances proved on further investi- 
gation to be the phosphates, It was, 
therefore, not the boracic acid which 
had been the cause of the preserva- 
tion, but, rather, substances which 
are produced by the action of the 
boracic acid—the acid phosphates. 
There are many materials which can- 
not be preserved with boracic acid, 
owing to the want of phosphates, and 
this has led to a series of experiments, 
in which boracic acid was replaced by 
equivalent quantities of other inor- 
ganic acids, and thus ascertained that 
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exactly the same results could be 
obtained as with the use of boracic 
acid. The best results were reached 
by the use of the phosphoric acid, and 
mixtures of phosphoric acid and hy- 
drochloric acid. Phosphoric acid. 
even in dilute solution, acts powerful- 


ly on fresh meat, covering it witha 
white layer of coagulated albumen, 


which. however, on standing gradu- 
ally disappears. Mixtures, however, 
where the POs is partially replaced by 
HCl, do not act in a like manner: and, 
even .if some precipitation should 
take place, will soon allow the meat 
to recover its original appearance. 
Meats thus treated keep exceedingly 
well, and at least fully as well as when 
preserved, under similar circumstan- 
ces, with an equivalent quantity of 
boracic acid. Less favorable results 
were obtained by the use of sulphurie, 
nitric and acetic acids, which is easily 
explained by the instability of these 
acids. The preservation by means of 
boracic acid cannot, therefore, be con- 
sidered as involving a new principle; 
it is merely a variation of, but by no 
means an improvement on, the time- 
honored vinegar pickling. The insip- 
id taste of free boracie acid and the 
acid phosphates prevents its easy de- 
tection, and brings consumers to the 
belief that the meat isfresh. This 
peculiarity is the only one recom- 
mending the use of boracic acid. A 
French commission, appointed to in- 
vestigate the influence of boracic acid 
on the human system, found ‘that it 
could be taken for a considerable time 
without producing any injurious ef- 
fects. Yet it is certainly neither a 
regular constituent uf the body nor is 
it contained in our food, and it is. 
therefore, doubtful whether the re- 
sults reached by the commission must 
be considered as conclusive, as, in the 
course of time, constitntional difficul- 
ties may supervene, if such preserved 
provisions are taken fora considera- 
ble period —H. Endemann before the 
American Chemical Society.

Sesame oil is quoted at $1 05@1 10, ac- 
cording to quantity, with one sale reported 
of 5 bbls at $102'4 The demand is said to 
be fair for single barrel lots. 

Irish moss is in fair request and has sold 
to the extent of 5 barrels prime at 6éce. 

Cuttle fish bones are scarce, as stocks are 
becoming concentrated, and sume dealers 
quote higher figures, 10 straps are reported 
sold at 13\¢c.

Manna is selling fairly in lots of a few 
cases each and is steady at last week’s quo- 
tations. Small fluke has sold to the extent 
of 5 cases at 3lc and 2 cases at 32c. We 
note a sale of 3 cases prime large flake at 
90c, and the range is still 80@90c accord- 
ing to quality. 

Japan wax is still quotable at 25c, thouga 
some dealers are askiug 28e. The demand 
continues good and the supply small. 

Borax is firm and last week's figures have 
not been shaded. No sales are reported iu 
this market, dealers preferring to export all 
the available stock, as they can obtain 13c 
abroad against 1lc here. The export trade 
has been very brisk according to all re- 
ports. 

Tonca beans have continued to advence 
and $225 is now quoted by some, while 
others quote as high as $2 50. Immediately 
following our last one house bought 15,000 
pounds at $2 cash.

Tartaric acid has not changed, and 54c. 
will be accepted for crystals and 55c, for 
powdered. Holders are still firm in their 
views, and these prices would not be 


shaded for ordinary parcels. 
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Essential Oils. 
The trade has been very dull for even 


jobbing lots during the week and the only 
oils moving are those which have been sub- 
ject to speculation, namely tin and case 
Peppermint. A number of the smaller and 
unimportant oils are easier and quoted at 
prices a shade lower than last week. In 
the case of Lemongrass very heavy arrivals 
and asmall demand have combined to 
break the prices. The Cicily oils are quiet 
and although still costing heavily to im- 
port, ‘are easy. 

Anise has not moved briskly and can 
still be obtained at the same figures quoted 
last week. There have been some new ar- 
rivals but sales are limited to single can 
lots which bring $175.

Cubeb is easily obtainable at $1 75@1 80 
and one dealer is quoting at a shade below 
our inside figure. No business is reported 
and only a very light enquiry. 

Fennel is dull and unchanged and al- 
though the demand is very small 
and no sales making the quotation 
is still $2 25 tor a pure grade of oil. A poor 
quality is still offering at 85c. 

Juniper has not been taken to any ex- 
tent and the trade is very light. We con- 
tinue to quote $2 20 for strictly pure oil 
while the lowest grade is offered as low as 
$1 10. 

Lavender remains quiet and unchanged 
in price. Garden is quotable at 90c for 
best and as low as 60c for a poor quality. 
We note the sale of one can of Chiris fleure 
at $1 80 and continue to quote $1 75@1 80 
according to quantity. 

Lemongrass is exceedingly weak and ow- 
ing to heavy arrivals has dropped consider- 
ably in price. The demand is very ligh: 
and holders are now willing to take 85@9Uc 
for any quantity rather than miss a sale. 

Neroli has not changed and $50@52 is 
still the firm  uotatiou. 

Orange remains firm at last week’s quo- 


tations $2 3as to quality and contin- 
ues in good demand for jobbing parcels.

Origanum is only selling in a jobbing 
way, the moderate demand being supplied 
at 2614@28c according to quantity.

Pennyroyal with a light demand is some- 
what easier and afew small sales have been 
made at 80c, and last week’s figures would 
not now be paid, except for a very choice 
grade of oil, though some dealers refuse to 
accept less than 85c for a lot of ordinary. 

Peppermint is somewhat quieter than 
when last reported and has not moved so 
extensively, stocks not offering freely and 
although immediately following our last 
HGH case oil advanced, it is said that 
more than $3 50 would not now be paid.

Druggists’ Sundries. 

There is considerable excitement in the 
market on Florida sheep’s wool sponges. 
The prices paid at Key West does not war- 
rant a less figure than $2 here for reliable 
packing, and although we hear of no sales 
at less, itis rumored that on account of 
certain transactions reported as going on in 
Key West relative to packing (particulars 
of which we refer to in an article on edito- 
rial page), it is anticipated that they will 
before long be placed on the market at a 
price much below present quotations. 
There isa steady demand for the article, as 
also for foreign sponges. The latter are 
held flrm and readily bring fair prices. 
Chamois skins are unchanged. The busi- 
ness in general druggists’ sundries is very 
quiet with no change to note in prices.

Glucose. 

A manufactory for glucose is about being 
established at Cleveland, Ohio, on a liberal 
scale. A bushel of corn costing at Cleve- 
land say 40 cents will produce 30 pounds 
of grape sugar, or three gallons of syrup. 
The value of this sugar is 31¢ to 4 cents 
per pound; the syrup 35@40 cents per 
gallon. The difficulty at present is in find- 
ing experts inthe art of manufacturing 
glucose. The Cleveland people talk of 
sending to Germany for a suitable person 
to superintend their works. This article 
is largely used by confectioners throughout 
the country. At present the principa 
manufactory is at Buffalo. 


PREPARATION OF WATER FREE 


FROM AMMONIA.—The pipe conveying 
the steam from the still is not con- 
nected directly with the condenser, 
but opens into the bottom of a large 
iron drum containing about 10 gal- 
lons, whilst the head of the drum ig 
connected with the condenser in the 
ordinary manner. Part of the steam 
condenses in the drum, falls to the 
bottom, and is kept continually boil- 
ing by the inrush of steam, If the 
water is drawn off here by a suitable 
arrangement, it is found to be per- 
fectly free from ammonia, which is 
met with in abundance in the water 
running from the condenser. In this 
manner a gallonof water perfectly 
free from ammonia, may be obtained

Ostrich and other Pepsins. 


At a meeting of the School of Phar- 
macy Students’ Association (London), 
held Feb. 12, I. R. James read a paper 
on this subject, in which he alluded to 
the attention attracted by the pepsin 
obtained from the stomach of the South 
American ostrich, Rhea Amerinana and

Fresh eggs were kept in boiling water 
for one kour and then allowed to get 
quite cold; after depriving them of their 
shells the whites (coagulated albumen) 
were cut into the thinnest possible slices 
—not minced, as it is easier to observe 
the progress of the digestion of albumen 
if it be sliced than if it be minced—and 
care was taken to reject any portion of 
the yolk. Fifty grains thus prepared 
was placed in each wide-mouthed bottle 
and covered with 5 drachms of distilled 
water containing 1 per cent of hydro- 
chloric acid, sp. gr. 1.16. The quantity 
of pepsin was then weighed out and 
added to the mixture of albumen and 
dilute hydrochloric acid. The bottles 
and their contents were then placed in 
a water bath and kept at a temperature 
of 98° to 102° F. for four hours, which 
was considered the necessary length of 


time to allow of complete digestion.

We have heard of late a great deal 
about elevating the position of pharma- 
cists, chemists, and druggists generally. 
As a step in this direction, and believing 
asIdothat the examination of new 
remedies is a duty which we owe medi- 
cal men, I would suggest that we pay 
more attention to the testing of sub- 
stances purporting to be remedial agents 
which from time to time find their way 
into our pharmacies, and are prominent- 
ly brought before the notice of practi- 
tioners; for it is a matter of considera- 
ble importance that the accuracy of 
facts be well sustained before they are 
given to the profession, many of whom 
have no proper facilities for verifying 
them. If any of you wish to work in 
this direction, lest you should think, af- 
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ter excluding the above-named winged 
animals, that pepsin can only be ob- 
tained from the stomachs of pigs, 
calves, and sheep, I should have much 
pleasure in placing before you other 
kinds. I am indebted to Mr. Lloyd 
Bullock for the samples of pepsins 
shown, which I have found to possess 
considerable diges‘ive power, although 
inferior in this respect to the pepsin of 
the pig. One of the specimens is unique 
of its kind, viz., prepared from a human 
stomach, which I need hardly say is not 
intended for medicinal use. in the 
stomach of the river crayfish is found a 
plentiful supply of a yellowish-brown, 
feebly acid juice, which possesses ener- 
getic fermenting power and rapidly dis- 
solves fibrin, but the addition of a few 
drops of dilute hydrochloric acid solu- 
tion stops the action. Also, a some- 
what similar ferment to pepsin, discov- 
ered by Fisk and Muoisier in the stom- 
achs of frogs, differs from it (pepsin) In 
beiag more active at a low temperature, 
as a 20° F, while it loses its digestive 
power a} the temperature of the blood 
(96° to 98° F).—Phar. Jour. and Trans. 

Note—When we consider that 20° F, 
is 12° below the freezing point, we are 
inclined to believe that the author 
meant to designate the temperature by 
the Centigrade thermometer, for in that 
case it would be nearer the temperature 
of the stomach of the fish, which is 
about 60° by the Fahrenheit scale.—-Ep. 





Permanganate of Potassipm as an 
Oxidizer. 


In order to illustrate various forms of 
oxidation it is necessary to select a sub- 
stance which will fulfil the following 
requirements: 1st. One possessing ex- 
treme oxidizing powers. 2d. declaring its 
effects to the senses by decided signs,and 
3rd, not too dangerous for pastime, and 
one of the best for this purpose we be- 
lieve permanganate of potassium to be. 
This article (costing twelve to fifteen 
cents an ounce) comes in lustrous brown 
black crystals, soluble in about sixteen 
parts of water. Dissolved in 114 parts 
of distilled water (64 grains to the pint) 
it constitutes the liquor potassti perman 
ganatis, U. 8. Ph., the B, Ph. lignor 
being nearly allof the same strength; 
when dissolved in about 50 parts of dis- 
tilled water (914 grains to the fluid 
ounce) it constitutes Condy’s Disinfec- 
tant Fluid; dissolved in water free from 
organic matter, in proportions at the 
discretion of the maker, very weak so- 
lutions being most brilliant, it has been 
been sold under the name of “ozonized 
water.” 


The brilliant purple color of this sola 
tion, most noticeable in solutions weak 
enough orin layers thin enough tobe 
nearly transparent, and the sudden dis- 
appearance of this color under various 
influences, have given itthe familiar 
name of “the cameleon fluid.” The 
permanganate is a compound loaded to 
excess with oxygen, which it gives as 
super-active oxygen, or ozone, to any 
oxidizable substances, and when giving 
oxygen it loses color. 


To find whether substances are liable 
to easy oxidization or not: Dissolve 
about two grainsof the permanganate 
ina pint of water (free from organic 
matter), and use this as test liquid. If 
the substance to be tested is a solid, it 
should be dissolved in water, if a liquid, 
it should be miscible with water. Place 
a little of the solution to be tested ina 
glass tumbler or other glass vessel, and 
pour a thin stream of the purple solution 
into the center of the solution to be 
tested. Ifthe mixture turns brown, 
while the purple vanishos on reaching 
it, add a little sulphuric or hydrochloric 
acid either to the purple test liquid or 
to the solution undergoing examination.
